Aguinaldo Declaring Independence.

MANILA, June 2, via Hong Kone.— 
The following is a rough translation 
of the declaration. of independence is- 
sued by Aguinaldo on June 12: 

“To the District Headman and Vil- 
lage Headman of the Province of Bul- 
acan, from Politico Military Governor 
of the Province, whose headquarters 
ere now transferred to the town of San 
Franc!sco de Malabon and combined 
with the sections under his orders at 
Bacoer, Binacayan, Imus, Noval:te 
Salinas and Cavite Viojo. They only 
require to be combined with the other 
forces in Indang and Silang, new by, 
and then our troops w.li be sent for- 
werd and within a few days will be 
found in possess'on of «almoes: the 
whole province, which will be found 
in & position to proclaim effectively 
our independence. This proclamation 
will not be long deferred because the 
uitimate object of this government 
will thus be best attained, notwith- 
Sianding the suggestions of some of 
our prineipal associates. I[t is more 
giorious and more convenient to select 
as the place on account of its being 
near the sea, the township of Cavile 


Viojo, which is an old port, originally 
the town of Cavite. 

“Wherefore, I decree as follows: 

“The 2th day of this month is fixed 
for the declaration of the independence 
of this, our beloved country, in this 
township of Cavite Viojo for the due 
and proper solemnization of which 
auspicious event there should be on 
the day named an assemblage of al! 
district headmen and commanders of 
our forces and through the proper 
represen iatives there should be a not!- 
fication issued for the purpose of In- 
viting the attendance of all who have 
in any way assisted in the good work; 
such, for example, as the distinguish: d 
Admiral of the American squadron 
and his commanders and officers, to 
allof whom, as having lent inwealuable

_Invitation will be sent, and afier the

Again, Despite Their Drowsy Condi- 
tion, They Offer Resistance, but 
All Are Ovezpcwered and 
Finally Handcuffed. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—A gang of tramps 
that for nearly a year has been terrorizing 
the people in the outskirts of Trenton, N. 
J.. by bold highway robberies and bur- 
glaries, was captured early Tuesday morn- 
ing after a fight in which revolvers were 
freely used. 

Shortly after midnight Charles Moore, a 
bicycle instructor who lives in this city, 
ran into the Trenton police headquarters 
and reported that he had been held up and 
robbed by several masked and armed men 
at Coalport, which is only a haif mile be- 
yond the Trenton cily line. His gold watch 
and considerable money had been taken 
from him, 

Satisfied that this crime was the work of 
the same gang that has been operating 
around Trenton for so long, the police tele- 
phoned to the Pennsylvania Railroad offi- 
vials, and a special locomotive Was hnufr- 
riediy secured to carry a posse of detectives 
to Coalport. There were 12 men on the lo- 
comoutive, whien ran out at ~ a. m. 

The headlight was ex tin ruished so that 
the robbers would be less likely to notice 
its approach, In the deep woods just out- 
side ‘Irenton a number of Men were seen 
running down the track. The locomotive 
soon overtook them. The men then Tran in 
be hind the trees and began to open fire witn 
their revolvers upon the men on the loceo- 
motive. The detectives returned the fire. 

As soon as the. locomotive could be 
stopped the detectives jumped to the 
ground and ran back to catch the robbers. 
Only three of them were captured in that 
charge, the rest escaping, firing their re- 
volvers back at their pursuers as they ran, 
The three men captured were handcuffed 
together and sent back to Trenton on the 
locomotive. The detectives determined to 
continue the chase on foot. 

As the detective closed in around the 
camp the men on guard discovered them 
and began to shoot. The rest of the gang 
res to their feet and made a dasa to 

‘ape, but each of them ran squarely into 
the arms of a detective. In th:ir drowsy 
condition they were easily overpowered 
and handcuffed. 

The detectives searched the camp and 
found enough stolen pr tsqeds J to connect 
the gang with may of tre robberies which 
have been committed in the lo-aity. The 
nine men were teken back to Trenton and 
locked up with the three captured in the 
first charge. The prisoners ranged in age 
from 21 to 58 years

He talked much of his 
desire to become a millienaire. 

After leaving the Ely-Walker Co. store he 
went into the employment of Charles Ste- 
phens & Co., cloak deajers, Chicago, and 
traveled for them. 

He was with the Chicago house possibly 
a year, and it is not known by whom he 
was employed during thé present year. 

Hines had been matrie@ three years. He 
was about 3B vears oid.

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TERMS OF PEACE 
THAT SUIT SPAIN. 


WASHINGION, July 28.— 
There is good avthority for the 
statement that Spain is willing to 
make peace upon the following 
general conditions: 

1. The surrender of Cuba as a 
protectorate of the United States 
as the best means of securing pro- 
tection to a great cumber of citi- 
gens and large interests which 
have maintained loyalty to the 
Spanish Government and which 
might suffer if Cuba were turned 
over to the insurgents without the 
restraint of a strong hand upon 
them. 

2. The unconditional surrender 
of Porto Rico as a war indemnity. 

3. The reference of all cther 
questions growing out of the war 
toa court of international arbitra-

MADRID, July 28.—According to an official dispatch just received from San 
Juan de Porto Rico the American forces under Major-General Miles occupy the 
sane positions at Port Guanico as they did after landing. 

Several American warships and transports are reported to be crusing off the is- 
land. 


MADRID, July 28, 2 p. m.—With the understanding that no indemnity will be 
demanded and that Spanish sovereignty in the Philippine Islands will be respected 
the newspapers here consider the terms of peace attributed to President McKinley 


as being acceptable. 

The papers, however, protest against the continuance of hostilities by the United 
States after Spain had sued for peace. 

The Minister for War, Gen. Correa, is arranging for the reception of the Spanish 
troops which surrendered at Santiago de Cuba. 


PUSH ON THE. WAR. 


The Policy to Be Pursued in Order to Bring the 
Spaniards to Terms. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Up to noon nothing had been heard from Gen. 
Miles. There is not the slightest fear that he has encountered any serious resistance 
to the occupation of Guanico or that he will meet the enemy in force until he attacks 
San Juan. The siege of San Juan will begin just as quickly as he can get his troops 


and artillery to the front. 
. yg Miles predicted before sailing that he would take San Juan the first week in 
Augus 

There will be no let-up in the aggressive campaigns in Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines pending peace negotiations. Members of the Cabinet, when asked whether 
they thought then conditions were favorable to a speedy peace,frankly say they do not 
know. They explain that it depends upon Spain. If she is ready to bow to the in- 
evitable and accept President McKinlcy’s ultimatum, peace can be arranged withoug 
great delay. It is feared the Spanish officials are not yet in a frame of mind to sub- 
mit to their fate. They are deluded by notions of saving something from the wreck 
of the Spanish colonial system. They are hampered by internal troubles, which 
threaten the throne if they yield too much to the hated Yankees. It is feared, there- 
fore, that the peace negotiations may be long drawn out. The Spaniards are sure to be 
stunned when they learn the terms of President McKinley. They are expected to 
protest and try to soften the conditions, but the President will be as inexorable as 
when, with a brave enemy in front and yellow fever at the back of Shafter’s army, 
he dictated, at eGn. Miles’ suggestion, an unconditional surrender of Santiago. 

International law writers agree that military operations stop only when a truce 
or an -rmistice ts actually concluded, and. that this truce or armistice must be in 
writing. Until then the mere preliminary overtuses toward a suspension of hostilities 
is not regarded as any warrant for stopping the war. This is expressed in the United 
States instruction for the government of armies in the field, as follows: 

“Article 147—Belligerents sometimes include an armistice while their pleno- 
potentiaries are met to ‘discuss the conditions of a treaty of peace, but plenipoten- 
tiaries may meet without a preliminary armistice; in the latter case the war is care 
ried on without any abatement.” 

Another section of the regulations is as follows: 

“Article 142—An armistice is not a partial or a temporary peace; it is only the 
suspension of military operations to the extent agreed upon by the parties.” 

The military authorities, as well as the specific -egulations of the United Starca, 
hold that there is no suspension of hostilities prior to the agreement to suspend mili- 
tary operations. Even then, the agreement is binding on military commanders only 
from the time they receiv@,actual notice of it. In the meantime military command- 
ers have the right to push forward and hold such territory as they occupy. 

The need for limiting this cessation of hostilities is obvious, for antil a signed 
agreemcht is made there is no knowledge of the extent of the armistice. In the gres- 
ent case an armistice might inckide or exclude the Philippines or Porto Rieo, as the 
two parties mitht agree, but until they agree there will be no obligation to abate 
military operations in any of the field operations. After the signing of the armistice

Mrs. Sutton ts a sister of the murdered 
man and her telegram is in reply to one 
sent by Mr. Layman, stating that the 
Hardings had made application for the 
body of Brant, so that it might be buried 
in their lot tn Bellefontaine. 

City Undertaker Chris Schawacker re- 
ceived a telegram Thursday morning from 
a relative of /Brant’s at Vancouver, Wash., 
which is shart, but positive in its terms.

Coroner Wait said that he would turn the 
body over to Schawacker probably Thurs- 
day afternoon if the inquest waa ended at 
that time. 

The Coroner says that Brant’s own rela- 
tives have the first right to the remains 
and that they will be disposed of as directed 
by them unless the divorced wife and her 
father make too much fuss over the cheap 
way in which the work of taking care of 
the remains is being done. 

All of Brant’e letters from Miss Harding 
and a number of his personal effects have 
been locked in the trunk found in his room. 
and moved to the Coroner's office. It is now 


the Intention to give the trunk and the con- 
tents to Miss Harding, as she seems to ve 
ihe person most deeply interested 

Her love letters to her divorced husband 
were all gathered up Wednesday night and 
locked in the trunk, as there were @ 
great many curious people reading them 
who had no right to touch them, and who 
only looked them over from idle curios.-ty. 

Coroner Wait then made one general rule 
that nobody should see ihem, as they had 
served their purpose as far.as throwing 
light on the dead man’s history was con- 
cerned. 


It never rains but it pours, is an adage 
that the Harding family is doubtless pre- 
pared to admit is true. On top of the 
murder of Charles A. Brant, divorced hus- 
band of Millle Harding, and the consequent 
exposure of their pian to remarry, and 
their passionate correspondence, comes &@ 
suit for divorce, mentioned in a late edi- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, filed 
by Mary A. Harding at Mexico, Mo., 
against George Harding, the brother of 
Millle Harding, who was arrested Tuesday 
night in connection with Brant’s murder. 

She charges him with failure to support, 
and ill-treatment. 

Harding has been released from custody, 
the police being unable to find any clew 
a would in any way connect him with 
the tragedy. He was immediately 6ub- 
poenaed as a witness at the Coroner's iIn- 
uest, 

we was while he was in custody that Dep- 
uty Sheriff Heh! served the papers in the 
divorce suit on him. 

The police admit that they are utterly 
at sea in the Brant case. They arestill firm- 
ly convinced that Brant was the victim of 
footpads, but they Rave no clew to the 
identity of the guilty ones. 

The policé have alecovered evidence tend- 

ing to show that Brant and a certain “‘Char- 
ley Bryant,”” well known tn the “tenderloin” 
district, were identical, but it is not con- 
clusive. A man in a saloon at Eighteenth 
and Chestnut streets described “Bryant’’ 
and his marital troubles, and they seem to 
fit Brant’s case. 
This man also said that he had expected 
trouble to overtake Bryant because of his 
matrimonial troubles Additional color ia 
lent to this story by the fact that it is now 
admitted the two women of the street who 
saw Brant after he had been shot, said he 
was “Charley Bryant."’

DESTROYED BY FIRE 


The “Island” in East St. Louis 
Again Visited by Flames. 


NO ADEQUATE FIRE 
SERVICE AVAILABLE. 


AID HAD TO BE ASKED FROM THE 
ST. LOUIS FIRE DEPART- 
MENT. 


NOTHING IN THE 
WAREHOUSE SAVED. 


Five Freight Cars on a Siding Were 
Destroyed, Making a Total Loss 
of Over $10 000—Partly 
Insured. 


Fire completely destroyed the warehouse 
of the East St. Louls Hay Exchange, just 
west of the Clover Leaf freight office and 
within a stone’s throw of the East St. Louls 
Waterworks, Thursday morning at 11:30 
o'clock. 

The inflammable contents and the wooden 
bujiding made a flerce fire, which baffied the 
inadequate East St. Louis fire department, 
two engines, one reel company and one 
truck company from 8t. Louis 

Five freight cars loaded with hay in bales, 
which were standing on a switch alongside 
the hay warehouse, were destroyed. 

The loss to the Exchange company is 
$5000 on the building, $6500 on the hay and 
$900 on corn and oats. The loss is covered 
by insurance. 

The fire is supposed to have been started 
by a spark from a locomotive. 

The a Exchange was conducted by 
Forester, Baxter & Co., and Thos. H. For- 
ester was the manager. 
_The building was one story in height and 
170 by 180 feet in area. The fire started at 
the southwest corner, near which a switch 
runs. 

The East St. Louis Fire Department re- 
sponded promptly enough, but was found 
to be entirely inadequate to the occasion. 
The fire gained headway rapidly and the big 
building Was soon ablaze from end to en. 
The hay offered fine food for the flames 
and made a@ fire whose heat was so intense 
that the firemen found it impossible to ap-

Spain will be dealt 
with magnanimously, but all just claims must be paid by her. It is not believed in of- 
ficial circles that any heavy war indemnity will be demanded. 

President McKinley and several members of his Cabinet announced in the most 
positive terms that no armistice will be granted pending negotiations.

MADRID, Spain, July 28.—Spain’s Minister of Foreign Affairs, the Duke of 
Almodovar, was asked what the prospect is for peace. The Duke answered: 
“It is for the United States to propose terms, and it depends on what the prop- 
osition is whether negotiations will ensue. As yet no definite proposals have been 


advanced by President McKinley. 


“Unless unforeseen circumstances oblige the Cabinet to resign, it will remain in 
office until the events of the war enable it to make overtures for peace direct to 
President McKinley through the French and Austrian envoys at Washington, If 
we fail to secure acceptable conditions we shall retire. Then the Queen will probably 
form a Cabinet and seek the support of the powers at any cost.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent asked if negotiations were not already afoot in 


Washington. The Foreign Minister said: 


“The French Ambassador is fully authorized to make overtures for direct nego- 


tiations, and has already done so.” 


The Duke declined to say what terms the Sagasta Ministry would consider.

in order to reduce crime there must be increased efficiency 

In the Police Department the personal and political pull is 
potent. In the courts the influence of the politician with 
henchmen to protect is powerful. 
What we need is more light In the Four Courts and the 
police courts. Not until the law is impartially enforced can 
we hope for the reduction of crime and the abolition of Death 
Valleys. 
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When the Municipal Assembly boodles away franchises for 
a half century to come it steals not only from the present 
generation but from posterity. The city is plastered now with 
franchise mortgages on future growth and prosperity. 
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THE LINDELL FRANCHISE. 

The franchise bill now before the Council grants the Lindell 
Railway pretty much everything in sight. 

Besides authority to build 11 miles of new track the bill 
contemplates a consolidation of all franchises held by that 
company and an extension of the terms to the year 1942. 

The only compensation offered is an annual payment, to 
begin two years after the approval of the bill, of $28,000 for 
six years, $32,000 for the next eight years, for the following 10 
years 3 per cent of the annual gross earnings, for the next 
nine years 8% per cent annually, and for the remainder of 
the term 4 per cent. 

This seems woefully inadequate for franchises of so much 
value. The city is giving away public values. Besides the 
franchise is 80 sweeping in its provisions that the bill should 
be severely scrutinized by officials and citizens. We do not 
want the Central Traction business over again. 

The example of a Councilman conducting a saloon without 
a license Is demoralizing. If the lawmaker is to be a law- 
breaker, what is to be expected of others who have drams 
to sell? 
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ZOLA AND THE LEGION OF HONOR. 


When the Council of the Legion of Honor erased the name 
of Emetie Zola from the list of members it was untrue to the 
legion and its name. 

Whatever the facts In the Dreyfus case, and however much 
M. Zola may have erred in his defense of that unhappy of- 
ficer, nobody can question his absolute sincerity.

THE GAME OF DIPLOMACY. 


American diplomatic skill will be put to the test in the 
negotiations for peace. 

That Cuba will be evacuated and given up by Spain is of 
course the first requirement. The cession of Porto Rico to 
the United States may also be taken for granted. Spain her- 
self certainly expects to lose those colonies and the other 
powers will look upon the transaction with indifference. 

But there is another story to tell when we come to the Phil- 
ippines and the Ladrones. The American people have not 
made up their minds about those islands. And this uncer- 
tainty of the popular will will not tend to make our official 
representatives firm-hearted. 

But Americans are agreed that the matter is to be setfled 
with Spain alone. Whatever the fruits of victory America 
proposes to pluck them, and she will use her own judgment 
in deciding what are the fruits. 

To do this without embroiling-us with the earth-hungry as- 
sembly of nations is difficult, but not beyond the wit of 
Americans. We have triumphed in war and we confidently 
expect to win the chess game of diplomacy. 


Some of the annexation writers are going a little too far. 
One of them says, in the New York Times: “The trend of 
Cciviligation Is against democracy. * * * Men from the most 
primitive times as they progressed {n mental, moral and sd- 
cial status, have desired a King.” A great many Americans 
would rather stand still for a while than to progress toward 
anything like royalty. A great deal of territory will have 
to come ta us before we set up a King in Washington. 
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A war contractor in prison would be a novel spectacle: but 
Roosevelt's Unclé Robert says: “A contractor may have no 
heart, but he has fear, and there is yet to be such an upris- 
ing of enraged public opinion as will sweep more than one of 
hem into State prison.” 

There Is good prospect of saving some of the Spanish cruts- 
ers near Santiago. If Spain had known she was building 
warships for the United States when the keels of those vessels 
were laid, she might have spent the money relieving Cuban 
distress. 
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As to inspectors, the people should constitute themselves 
inspectors of everything municipal. When city affairs are 
watched as they ought to be we shall not lack means to make 
streets and support all our institutions.

No child should be permitted to cage 
squirrels, mocking-birds or any wood-born 
bird or wild beast for its own amusement 
or pleasure. It destroys the child’s s¥mpa- 
thies and cultivates the cruel and selfish 
qualities. 

Children should be taught to think of anl- 
mals as creatures of God—creatures with 
rights and privileges, feelings and affec- 
tions; the dumb dependent brothers, appeal- 
ing to us for protection or for mercy. 

Imagine a lion, with all its splendid 
strength and virile Mfe, taken from the 
freedom of the forests and condemned to 
the limits of even the largest cage! What 
inexpressible torture he must endure! 

There should be a law passed forbidding 
any anima] fancier to procure a license to 
keep cats or dogs for sale unless he pro- 
vides wire runs or a court or barn for their 
daily exercise.

JUST FROM HAVANA 


AUGUST GRUPE, A RICH MER- 
CHANT, ON HIS WAY TO 
GERMANY. 


THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 


He Thinks Havana Is in Position to 
Withstand a Long Siege and 
Much Bombardment. 


August Grupe, who has lived in Havana 
for 2% years, and is one of the foremost 
merchants in Cuba, arrived in the city 
Thursday morning and registered at the 
Terminal Hotel. He is en route to Ger- 
many on a visit to his parents whom he 
has not seen in years. Mr. Grupe has 
amassed a fortune in Cuba. 

“When I left Havana two weeks ago,” he 
said. “The inhabitants were not in the 
slightest fear that the city would be bom- 
barded. In fact everything was going on 
the same as usual. The theaters, dancing 
halls, business of every character Were 
flourishing and but for the presence of 
troops in the city you would never know a 
war was in progress. 

“The blockade at Havana has thus far 
not proved very effective. The farms 
around the city furnish all the supplies 
necessary. The soil is go fertile that crops 
can be produced in 3 days. There is no 
scarcity of provisions in avana, nor has 
there been any perceptible advance in the 
price of food. 

“There are 40,000 regular soldiers and 2,000 

volunteers in the gity. bout men are 
working night and day strengthening .Ha- 
vana'’s fortifications, under the ersonal 
direction of Gen. Blanco. A few days be- 
fore I quitted the city the Captain-General 
told me Havana would be well nigh im- 
pregnable and that talk of its fall after 
six months of bombardment was sheer non- 
sense, 
“Blanco has always spoken in kindly 
terms of American troops. He said to me 
one day: “Those fellows are great fighters 
and they are all brave, but they will not 
find the Cubans so." The rumor that he at- 
atzompted suicide a gehort time ago is un- 
rue 


“Personally I think the work of the United 
States troops in this war has been mar- 
velous. Their masterly intelligence at 
critical moments is most commendable. 

“Spain will not miss Cuba so much as a 
great many seem to think. In the first 
place the island has not been self-supporting 
for the last nine years. The Income an- 
nually to Spain during that period was 
about $19,000000, while the expenses always 
exceeded $24,000,000, showing a clear loss of 
$5,000,000 per year. Spain merely held on to 
Cuba because she wanted to protect the in- 
terests of her citizens there."’

It ie alleged there are to de some decap!- 
tations of public school teachers in 8t. Louls 
d that Superimendent Soldan's active co- 
operation will be required. 
The weeding out process is impending and 
every teacher who is proven to be inefficient 


. >. Atte go. The echool board has so decreed, 


and President of the School Board Paul F. 
Coste frankly admitted it to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Thursday. 

When, on June 1, Superintendent Soldan 
reappointed for another year every teacher 
im the schools it was thought the definition 
of the act was that every teacher was to 
be secure for another year. It has devel- 


‘oped since that some of the School Board 
members looked upon Superintendent Svl- 
dan's wholesale reappointments as rather 
unauthorized. 

“Por the sake of discipline,” says Mr. 
Coste, “we said nothing, but now it is pro- 
posed to do some earnest work in weeding 
out and finding where the incompetent 
teachers are. 1 have had one of two serious 
talks with Mr. Soldan on this subject and 

propose to talk to him again on his re- 
turn from the East. 

“Il am opposed to taking away the living 
of any schoolteacher, but it would not be 
justice to our office and the people whom 
we represent to retain unworthy teachers 
pnd as a consequence establish a system of 
dry rot’ among the schoo.s, which would 
certainly be the result if there is not a 
weeding out. It Is proposed to do this by a 
Standard of merit and fitness, in which ev- 
ery teacher shall have justice. The exact 
features of this standard have not yet been 
determined, but will be as soon as the next 
echool session begins, Sept. 1. 

“It is not proposed to do the work hur- 
riedliy, but to do it thoroughly and let 
every teacher fall or stand by it. 

"df Mr. Soldan does not see his way 
clear to ee-opetate in the work of the bet- 
terment of the school system of St. Louls 
there will be something drop,” was the sig- 
nificant finish to the school president’s re- 
marks. 

For several days it has been nerally 
umored in school circles that President 
Sowte had sent a letter to Prof. Soldan 
using almost the language of a demand in 
regard to the necessity of some changes 
amon the corps of teachers.

I rode up to the trenches several times to 
deliver a message to Col. Wood of the Rough 
Riders ard a'so to Lieutenant-Colonel Roose- 
velt. Col. Wood was standing by the Gotiiog 

un. I dismounted, walked a few steps, hand 
bim the message and hustied back down the 
hill. It makes one feel uncomfortable when the

and vou see men belng shot down. 

The morning of the Ist day of July Light 
Battery E, supported by Troop D, Second Cav- 
airy, was in position to do business. When it 
was light enough to see, the guns were trained 
on a Spanish fort about two miles away and 
in a few minutes the first gun of the wars ke 
and, after waiting about five or six seconds, « 
cloud ef dirt and rock went into the alr and one 
corner of the fort was no more to be seen. 

About the same time oar soldiers were push- 
ing the Spaniards back and taking every in- 
trenchment the enemy had held. Our troop rode 
te the fort a little while after and a terrible 
sight it was. The dead Spaniards were lylog 
around fn thelr trenches two and three deep, 
while the wounded were rolling around on the 
ground, never uttering a sound. They Were soon 
attended to by the Red Cross doctors 

The Spanish army ie badly equipped. The 
soldiers are starving around Santiago and have 
net been paid for three months. They ouly get 
$2 per month.

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LONDON. July 2&.-—The public examina- 
tion in the bankruptcy court into the af- 
fairs of Mr. Ernest Perah Hooley, the com- 
pany promoter, for whose property on his 
own application a receiver Was appointed 
on July 2. attracted a large crowd. The 
@ebtor attributed his failure chiefly to his 
partner, a man named Rucker, crippling the 
business by drawing out £500,000 within two 
months. 

In detatling the flotation of the Duniop 
Tire Co.. Mr. Hooley said the names on 
the directorate cost between £80,000 and 
100.000. including those of Lord Albermarle, 
£1200 and the Earl de la Warr £25 000. 

In connection with the flotation, Mr. Hoo- 
ley also sald he lost £63,000 on “press calls,”’ 
these being “shares intended for people 
connected with newspapers,” whose names 
have not been divulged, though it is ex- 
pected that they will be made public later. 

In the course of his testimony, Mr. Hoo- 
ley detailed the payments he made to the 
newspapers, including, as alleged, the Pall 
Mall Gazette, the Financial Post, and a 
number of smaller papers. When Mr. Hoo- 
ley was questioned about £10,000 paid to 
Harry Marks, editor of the Financial Post, 
he denied that it was connected with the 
insertion of “puffs’’ in the paper named. 

As a matter of fact, the supposed profit 
of the flotation of the Dunlop Tire Co., 
amounting to £700,000, had been “sweated” 
away to under £200,000. 

Mr. Hooley further asserted that he paid 
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bury and others, and he testified that the 
Earl of Winchelsea received £10,000 fér act- 
ing as chairman of one of the bicycle tube 
manufacturing concerns. 

The testimony is creating even more of a 
flutter in the west end of London than in 
the city proper. The revelati@ns concern- 
ing such men as the Earl de ja Warr and 
the Earl of Albermarle have been re- 


ceived with astonishment. 

Numerous instances were disclosed by 
Mr. Hooley in which a peer bearing a 
proud title would charge the promoter a 
sum ranging from {£500 to £2000 for an in- 
troduction to another peer. Mr. Hooley 
eaid the Ear! de la Warr received £2000 for 
an introduction to Lord Greville, while 
Lord Deerhurst, who married Miss Bonynge 
of San Francisco, was paid £2000 for an in- 
troduction to Lord Ashburton.
